The period to which the genesis of our Synod dates back were the 
days of the Middle West colonization ; and hence, of dense forests, bogs 
and marshes; of devious and confusing trails, corduroy roadways, and 
of treacherous fords; of shabby huts and hamlets, few and far between ; 
and when, in lieu of heaters and cook stoves, an open hearth and a

Under such conditions, imagine, who can, the hardships and fatigue 
that had to be endured, the risks to be incurred, and the disagreeable and 
distasteful things to be put up with, in order that those early settlers 
might have ministered unto them their souls’ great need. And yet, in 
the face of it all, men were found, men godly and true,—and our own 
noble forefathers among them,—who, when duty called, were ever ready 
to brave and to bear any discomfort and hazard of travel, thus to acquit 
themselves as good and‘ faithful servants to their Lord. Life and limb 
did they risk at times when, on their way through some dismal swamp, 
they would leap from one rotten and slimy log to another. 

But why this mental return to body and soul-trying days, now long 
gone by? First, that in this our anniversary year we may the morte 
highly appreciate the fine character and faithful service rendered by the 
men who laid the foundation we are now building upon; and secondly, 
that this retrospect may lead us to contrast the present with the past; 
and to provoke the heart-searching inquiry, whether we are worthy sons 
of our fathers, the charter members of our body, and of their immediate 
successors in the work. 

It does not often transpire, but, were the great Head of the Church 
permitted to have a freer hand in its affairs, it might come to pass more 
frequently, that some good brother would be called from a higher to 
some lower place,—as men are wont to estimate positions,—what then? 
Yes, how many of us, whose lines have fallen in pleasant places, would 
cheerfully submit to the will of our Lord, were He to bid us to exchange 
our present home with all its modern conveniences for some hovel, say, 
up on the heights to the East of us, or on the forbidding plains along 
and beyond our Western borders; and there, to equip ourselves for 
roughing it; and to encounter with manly courage and fortitude, as did 
our heroic ancestry, any discomfort or danger a faithful discharge of 
duty might demand? Were we thus put. to the test, I, for one, am too 
fearful of the outcome to give thought to it. Still, I comfort myself 
with the hope that, cast into the ordeal, the strength of our dear Lord 
made perfect in our weakness might awaken in us slumbering virtues 
_ Of self-assertion, of loyal devotion and of self-sacrifice, even where least — 
expected, and such as do not now appear | 
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Word the fathers and mothers, the wives and children of the men 
ordered to do. service on land or at sea.

By what magic and machination the leaders of 
Council were led as by concerted action to stay away from the Toledo 
meeting, is to me a matter rather of unpleasant surmise than of positive 
conviction. To embrace all Lutherans, the conditions of membership in 
the organization projected had to be such as to imply no compromise 
of personal convictions on the part of anyone; but its chief object was 
to bring together in stated meetings leading representatives from all 
parts of our Church to the end that these might discuss, eye to eye, 
such differences as keep us apart, and, the Lord directing their efforts, 
to remove the same, and thus’ make for the peace we all pray for. The 
hands extended to that end have not been taken; the responsibility rests 
upon those who ignored the friendly advance. Had the Federation be- 
come a reality, it might at this time, when the most sacred rights of 
man are in places denied him, make itself felt in the “councils of state” 
to the relief of brethren now in distress. In some States, all divine 
services in any but the English language are said to be forbidden !* 

b. The free conferences held in Minnesota, and participated in by 
members of the Synodical Conference, of the Iowa Synod, and of our 
own, requested the presidents of the synods thus concerned in the mat- 
ter to appoint committees, these committees to take up and continue in 
a semi-official capacity the work begun at said free conferences, and 
then to report the result of their deliberations to their respective synods.

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REPORTS OF THE BOARDS OF THE EDUCATIONAL 
INSTITUTIONS. 


THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY, COLUMBUS, OHIO. 


Report of Board of Directors. 

Dear BretrHren:—In submitting this bi-annual report to you, it 
behooves us first of all, gratefully to acknowledge the mercies of our 
God which have been new over our Seminary every morning during the 
past two years. 

During the school-year 1916-1917 we had an enrollment of only 30 
students, 7 of whom graduated; but in 1917-1918 the enrollment was 
53, of whom 8 graduated. That makes the number of laborers which 
the Seminary furnished in the last two years only 15, the smallest number 
we have had for years. However the lowest water mark has been 
reached. From now on the number will steadily increase. In September 
we expect that about 24 new students will enter the Seminary, and as 
with the present enrollment of the College this number can be kept up, 
the Seminary will be able to furnish— unless war-influences should in- 
terfere too strongly — between 40 and 50 every two years. 

In September 1917 God called one of our theological professors, Dr. 
Geo. H. Schodde, to his eternal home, thereby inflicting a severe loss to 
our Seminary. His work has been divided among Drs. Mees, Pfeiffer 
and Lenski. The Board finally succeeded in securing Prof. G. C. Gast 
of St. Paul, Minn., for our institution. He will enter into his new work 
with the beginning of the semester in September. He will also teach 
some branches in Capital University. 

Regarding the “Lehman Divinity Hall” we refer to the report of 
the Preliminary Committee of 1916. See Minutes page 127. This neces- 
sary matter should not be postponed any loriger. 


Post-Graduate Course. 


The long-expected post-graduate course is finally established in the 
form of a correspondence course and is open to all pastors who are 
regular graduates of our Seminary or of a seminary of acknowledged 
standing in the Lutheran Church. The course comprises as a rule four 
years and leads up to the B. D. Degree. 


Library. 


During the last two years our Seminary Library thas received a con- 


siderable increase. The sainted Father Werder donated shortly before 
(10) 
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his death 1,100 volumes. This together with another donation of 37 
volumes and the purchase of 121 new volumes brings the number of 
books up to over 10,000 — pamphlets and government books not included. 

Your Board has held four regular and two extra meetings. Messrs. 
C. F. Mayer and Herm. Benzin were reelected as trustees of Capital 
University for the term of three years each. 

The term of office of the following members of the Seminary Board 
expires with this meeting of Synod, namely, that of Pastors C. F. W. 
Allwardt, L. H. Burfy, L. H. Schuh and A. L. Nicklas. Synod must 


also elect a successor to Mr. Phil. Herrnstein who has entered his eternal 


rest. His term of office expires 1922. The Board appointed Mr. John

THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF CAPITAL UNIVERSITY, 


By C. F. W. Attwanror, President,

Professors’ ‘Salaries. 
(See I, 7, of Report.) 


On June 19, 1917, the Board was called upon to deal with a vexing 
question, when the President of Capital University reported that several 
professors had stated that under present conditions they could not live 
on their income. After careful study and investigation we found that 
we could allow an increase for the coming year without exceeding our 
appropriation, until Joint Synod can adjust salaries. The Seminary Treas- 
ury was able to give us some financial aid. ' 

The maximum salary for a theological professor is at present $1600.00 
a year. We raised the salary of four to this maximum — this adds $300.00 
to our budget. The maximum salary for a college professor is $1,300.00 
and six were already receiving this maximum. We voted each of these 
together with the president $100.00 for the coming year—this adds 
$700.00 to our budget. Three other professors (teachers) were entitled 
to advances and we voted them. 

The Board is convinced that something must be done to improve the 
salaries of our professors. Years ago our professors were the best paid 
men in synod. Today this can not be said, because many pastors now 
receive salaries as large as our professors and they have free rent and 
perquisites besides. Capital University is no longer located in the country 
as it was years ago. The entire neighborhood is built up. Paved streets 
and other modern improvements affect the cost of living. In addition 
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Board anticipates difficulties when vacancies are to be filled, especially in 
certain departments. Our men now and then receive offers that carry 
much better financial remuneration with them than what we can give. 
Shortly after this meeting one of our men returned a call with good 
inducements. Thus far our men have been loyal, but when our salary 


is insufficient for the ordinary wants we may have great difficulty. 
The Board earnestly asks The Joint Synod:

The building at present occupied by Christ congregation will in all 
probability be available in about five years. The plans are to convert the 


same into a conservatory of music, with complete equipment. Estimated .

8. Shortly before the close of this last school year, Professor W. 
Wuebben handed in his resignation as professor, to devote his time to 

a different occupation. 

4. Professor G. Gast, President of our Institution, received a call 
to Capital University, Columbus, Ohio, and accepted the same although 
the Board begged him to stay. Professor Gast had worked himself into 
his position and his work was recognized by all, and that the Board of 
Columbus called him away from our Institution, this we judge to be an 
unbrotherly act. 

5. As the cost of living has gone up so high, and no doubt will go 
higher yet; we ask the honorable Joint Synod of Ohio to raise the salary 
of the Professors. Almost every congregation has raised the salary o 
its pastor on account of the high cost of living, can a churchly 
stand back of the congregations? 

6. As the work in the theological seminary is too much for two 
Professors, we ask the Joint Synod to grant us another theological 
professor. 

7. In the last year the number of students in our Institution was 
eighty-two; fifty-three were in the proseminary and twenty-nine in the 
theological seminary. Six candidates, after having graduated from the 
seminary, were sent out into the ministry. 

8. The state of health among the students with the exception of a 
few minor cases, was satisfactory. The same can be said of the spirit 
and behavior of the students. ; 

9. The necessary repairs wefe made so that the Institution is in a 
good condition. 

10. As last the Joint Synod is reminded that the term, as Board 
members, of the Pastors A. Ernst and Wm. von Fischer also the Messrs.

HEBRON ACADEMY, HEBRON, NEB. 

In submitting its report to Joint Synod, the Board of Hebron 
Academy is thankful to God to be able to state that the work in our 
school was carried on efficiently and without serious interruptions by 
diseases or other causes. 
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The fact that our academy is accredited to the State University in 
Group A, competing successfully with the best and largest high schools 
of the state, proves the efficiency of our school. 

While some schools had to close temporarily last winter for lack of 
coal, our school was well supplied. Realizing that it would be cheaper 
to buy coal in car load lots and fearing a coal shortage during the winter, 
your Board arranged last summer for the construction of a large coal 
bin at a cost of about $500.00. Thus an unpleasant situation was pre- 
vented and about $200.00 saved in ome year because of the difference in 
the price of coal. A sufficient supply of coal has been laid in for next 
winter. 

Our teaching force consisted of three professors and two instructors. 
Mr. M. Soenicksen who served as instructor for a number of years had 
to leave for the army at the close of the school year. Miss Ida Petrick 
filled the position of matron and imstructor last year and will continue 


to serve in that capacity the coming year. Your board resolved at its — 


previous meeting to raise the salary of the three professors, Dir. Buehr- 
ing, H. W. Young and M. Paysen, at Jeast to the amount of $100 a year. 
This resolution, however, is not to go into effect until next year.

Of the 1917 graduates one boy went to Capital University, an- 
other will go this fall if not drafted; one girl went to Woodville to be- 
come a parochial school teacher.

A debt is still resting on Theodora Hall. The. amount is $1,950.

1. The organization of the Board took place September 19, 1916.

8 We are able to report that the number of students increased 
annually. The last school year was attended by 42 young men, the 
average attendance for the whole year was 37.

States immigration regulations none however will be able to enter St.

5. We are sorry to report that Prof. C. Allwardt has resigned his 
position. This he was forced to do upon the advice of his physician and 
also on account of being drafted for the army. We hope that his place 
can be filled before the new school year opens. In connection, we ask 
Joint Synod to call a third professor as our teaching staff is unable to 
do the required work, each one giving over 40 periods a week.

6. We were able to lessen our debt by $2,000.00, which sum has been

PACIFIC ACADEMY, SPOKANE, WASH. 


The Board of Spokane College, with which institution our Pacific 
Academy has been connected since 1914, found it necessary to eliminate 
the college department with the close of the school year 1917.. This 
places the school on the basis of a state high school with extra work 
in religion and Greek. 

A request of the Norwegian board regarding changes in the faculty 
caused our board no little difficulty, but eventually found its solution 
in the resignation of our professor. 

The establishment of college branches on our part did neither appear 
justified on account of a lack of students for such a department nor 
was such an arrangement feasible with the appropriation granted for 
our work. 

Rev. Hohberger, called to the school by the Norwegian board, is 
also supported by that board, our students paying their tuition to the | 
latter since our professorship is vacant. 

It is expected however, that as soon as the general conditions of the 
present time change, college work will again be taken up at the school, 
which may require additional forces in the faculty. 

At this time five students of the Washington District attend our 
eastern institutions. One graduate of our academy entered St. Paul 
last year and one expects to enter one of our eastern schools this fall, 
while one, an aspirant for the normal school, was called to the colors. 

Eight young men of our congregations attended Spokane college dur- 
ing the past year. 

It was the sentiment of the District that the co-operation with Spokane 
College be maintained and your board heartily recommends the continua- 
tion. Since according to Joint Synod’s resolution of 1914 the institution 
treasury is allowed to pay the traveling expenses, minus the first 500 
miles, of theological students twice out of the three years and since with 
a change of the general conditions another teacher may have to be called, 
your. board requests that the same appropriations as two years ago may 
be granted. |

WERNLE ORPHANS’ HOME, RICHMOND, IND. 


Under the gracious guidance of God, our orphans’ home has again 
been permitted to continue for two years in its blessed work of love, 
and the Board again begs to present its report to the honorable Synod. 

Although war and the clamor of wars also affect our own land, 
the faithful God has preserved us from many troubles and danger and 
provided for our spiritual and bodily wants, thereby strengthening our 


_ faith in His promises and demonstrating the truth of His word, “Blessed 


is the man that trusteth in Him.” While imperial thrones are tottering 
in the Old World and century-old kingdoms are shaken and millions of 
persons are losing their lives in the destructive flames of the war and 
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could sing every morning, happy and undisturbed : 


“While yet the morn is breaking, 
I my God once more, 
a whose care awaking 


I find the is o'er; 

I thank Him e calls me 
In life and health anew, 

I know, whatever befalls me 
His care will still be true.” 


to our Heavenly Father who has defended us against all danger, and 


the complete satisfaction of your Board. At our visits we have always 


fulfillment of their duties. In the two last years 28 children were 
accepted in the Home and 18 were dismissed, part of whom returned 
to their relatives, and part of whom had passed the age of eighteen and 
were honorably dismissed. One boy and one girl are in service outside 
of the Home. Fourteen were confirmed, At present 86 children, 51 
boys and 35 girls, are under the care of the parents. Only one hired 
assistant helps the mother. Although a number of confirmed girls assist 
in the house-work, it can be readily seen, that the mother, notwithstand- 
ing, must be present in the kitchen, dining and serving room and nursery, 
should discipline, order, economy and cleanliness prevail, indeed, a heavy 
task! 

That illness occurs among such a large number of children is to be 
expected, but in general the health of the inmates was very satisfactory. 
We have two deaths to report, a girl and a confirmed boy. Both died in 
a state sanitarium for consumptives where we had placed them and, as 
we may hope they departed in the faith of our blessed Savior. — There 
are 71 pupils enrolled in our school, 28 in the higher and 48 in the 
lower grades. Three of our boys are at Woodville preparing for the 
ministry. Whether two of them will be able to continue their studies 
is, On account of our funds, doubtful. Will not some charitably inclined 
persons assume the support of these students? —JIn this connection we 
also wish to call attention to the fact that the Wayne County Council of

German in our school. Inasmuch as a change in the curriculum is not 
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guarded and protected us from all evil; thankful also to our benefactors 
who have fed and clothed these unfortunates by their gifts and dona- 
tions of money and clothing. Truly, to the glory of God we must con- 
fess: “Blessed is the man that trusteth in Him.” 
Your attention is called to the following details: During the last 
two years our orphan-parents have administered their arduous duties to 
found the institution in excellent order and spotlessly clean, and were 
pleased to notice Christian discipline and filial obedience toward the par- 
ents prevailing among the children. May also continued patience, wis- 
dom, strength and health be furthermore vouchsafed unto them in the 
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ised to present the matter to Synod. On account of various reasons the 
Board, nevertheless, believes it wise and expedient to recommend to 
Synod that the change be ordered. 

The treasurer, financial secretary and custodian of the endowment 
fund will report, as usual, concerning the financial condition of the Home. 
It may be stated here, that, although we were obliged to increase the 
salaries of the teacher and farmer, we, nevertheless, were able to get 
along with the quota of $7,300 and kindly ask for the same appropriation. 
In case we overstepped our power as a Board in raising the salary of 
the teacher, we respectfully request Synod to regulate the salary question, 
inasmuch as no provision is made for this in our statutes. The salary 
was increased $10 a month. 

With the consent of the General President we have appointed Rev. 
L. H. Ridenour as permanent custodian of the endowment fund. As 
heretofore, so also in the past two years, the brother has administered 
this fund with great care and painstaking exactness. Through the liber- 
ality of several board members who gave what was lacking of the sum 
stated, we are able to report that the fund now has $25,000, which is 
invested in first farm mortgages at 6 per cent. A legacy made to the 
Home is being contested in a local court. The case has not come to 
trial. 

In the management of the farm a change has taken place. Mr. 
Atzinger, who was manager of the farm for 17 years, resigned to accept 
a more profitable position. Mr. Kirkman has taken his place. The yield 
from our farm was excellent and our receipts were enhanced from it a 
number of times. Among improvements we may report the erection of 
a “modern” hen-house and the construction of a 45-foot retention wall. 
Other improvements, such as the installation of electric lights in the 
teacher’s residence, etc. could aot. ke ent Of 
cost of material and labor. 


The term of office of Mr. L. Rogge, Mr. G. Deuker and the under- 
signed expires at this meeting. 

In conclusion we bespeak the love and attention of Synod for our 
institution and pray to the Lord of all mercy that He may continue to 
bless the work of our hands to the honor of His name and be a gracious 
rewarder to all our benefactors.

To the Honorable Ev. Lutheran Joint Synod of Ohio and Other States. 

Dear Breruren :— “Inasmuch as ye have done it unto one of the 
least of these my brethren, ye have done it unto me.” Mindful of these ~ 
words of our Savior and receiving an abundant supply of encourage- — 
ment and impetus to perform our work at our institutions here located, 
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thanksgiving to God that he has seen fit to permit us to do his work 
here. 


Were it not for the blessings of God that attended our efforts here, 
much indeed would not have been accomplished which otherwise proved 
to be a real source of good and prosperity for our homes. His unseen, 
yet ever-guiding hand and watchful eye hovered over us and at all times 


“Not unto us O Lord, not unto us but unto Thy name give glory, for 
Thy mercy and for Thy truth’s sake.” 

_ The work here at Mars has had its dark and its bright sides during 
the two years now past and it is therefore to be considered in the proper 
spirit of leniency as to whether the right thing was always done at 
right time. We have had much sickness to contend with, both in 
Old Folks’ Home as well as in the Orphans’ Home. More so in 


latter than in the former. The self-sacrificing spirit of love and kind- 
or 


ness with which our superintendent and the matrons and oth 
the home rendered their noble services must not be overlooked in this 
report. Time and again they were compelled to expose themselves to 
dangers of contagion, but heroically stood by our sick and afflicted in 
their time of need and suffering. The usual infirmities of old age added 


a great deal of affliction to the inmates of our Old Folks’ Home. In~ 


times. Once in the year 1917 for a period of four months and once for 
a period of three months during the year of 1918. Both times scarlet 
fever and diphtheria were the dreaded diseases under which the little 
ones suffered. God be praised and thanked that only one of the little 
ones succumbed to the disease, and our homes were protected from any 
further visits of the death angel. — | 

As to the number of inmates taken care of throughout the two years, 
our records show that in all the old folks’ home sheltered 41 during the 
two years. Three of these have entered into their eternal reward, one 
was dismissed, leaving at the home today, 37. ' 

In the Orphans’ Home we have cared for 69 during the two years. 


- One child died and two were dismissed, 23 have left the home, leaving 


today at the home 46 children. 


The general condition of health at the present time is good. Out- 
side of the usual aches and pains there is no particular trouble. In this 
connection we would however, say that our condition generally is crowded, 
too much so for efficient and successful management of the homes. 
Arrangements for a hospital building is an absolutae necessity and if 
we want to enlarge in our work by giving more of the many applicants 
an opportunity for admission we should also have another -building, 
which could be called the building of administration. There are entirely 
too many things taken care of under one roof. This not only makes 
the building crowded but also unsanitary and a hindrance as well as a 
burden to those who have charge in the affairs of the home. In a later 


| part of this report a petition to your honorable body will appear con- 


cerning the erection of these two buildings. Members of our board will 
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be present at this meeting who can further speak on the necessity of 
these buildings. 

The Lord our God was also kind and good to us in blessing the 
crops of our garden.

The Treasurer’s report which is herewith submitted by our efficient 
servant, Brother Carl Cronmenwett, speaks for itself and I hope time 
will be allowed him to explain various details that prove beyond a doubt 
that our appropriation from Synod is entirely too small, on account of 
which we also acted upon another petition to your honorable body. The 
board of directors of the St. John’s Lutheran Home of Mars, Pa., beg 
leave to submit to your honorable body the following petitions : 

First: Whereas it is impossible to buy eatables as well as any other 
necessities for the home at the same price that the same could be pur- 

chased two years ago, but must be paid for at an increased price of 
100 and even 200%, we petition your honorable body to increase our 
appropriation from $400.00 per month which it to $600.00 per 
month. 

Seconp: Whereas the conditions at our homes are unsanitary and 
dangerous during times of sickness, and the board has at each time 
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when contagious diseases made their appearance been subject to a State 
fine of $1,000.00 per case, should it have been pressed, we petition this 
honorable body for permission to proceed at once with the erection of 
an up-to-date, well equipped hospital building. Plans, specifications and 
approximate cost of such a building are now in the hands af the pres- 
ident of the board and at your call. : 

Tump: Whereas, the conditions in both homes are so very crowded 
so that we absolutely cannot do our work as it should be done, among 
those now present, much less look out into the future and bid those 
who are in distress to enter, we petition your honorable body also for 
permission to proceed at once with the erection of a suitable building 
of administration. In this building our laundry, dining room, school 
room, play room, reception room, office, central heating plant and storage

For greater economy in 
Ai: the purchase of our coal supply a roomy coal shed has been erected. The 
ij old defective shingle roof has been replaced by an up-to-date roof of 
My asbestos shingles. The road leading to the grounds has been graded and 
i graveled, affording a good approach to the institution building. 
iu The Old Folks’ Home now has 13 inmates, four men and nine women. 
‘ One inmate died last winter. The board has received many inquiries and 
Hit applications for admission, all of which were duly considered: according to 


the rules laid down by Synod. These many inquiries show clearly that 
an institution of this kind is a necessity in our territory. The inmates 
enjoyed good health, and their conduct has been above reproach in nearly 
every case. 

The earnings of the Hospital Department were added to our appor- 
tionment and were a great help in paying household expenses and im- 

_ provements. 148 patients received treatment in this department, and 62 
operations were performed, which were successful in most cases. 

Our aim not to overdraw our quota has been attained with the Lord’s 
help. But with prices for all commodities, especially victuals, still soaring 
higher, we beg to ask Synod for a raise of $500 per annum. We also 
ask for permission to solicit special donations for the payment of our | 
debt, whenever there is an opportunity. 

We recommend that the constitution of the home at Mars, Pa. be 
adopted for our home, and that the following changes thereto be made. | 

Art I, pertaining to Name. We beg to remark that in view of the 
fact that this institution has been known for years in these portions by 
the name of “St. John’s,” we would ask for permission to retain this 
name, If a change must be made, we would suggest “Bethesda Old Folks’ 
Home and Hospital.” 

Art. II, pertaining to Object. We recommend adding the following: 
“and to provide in its hospital department, on a small scale, for general 
hospital care of patients.” 

Art. III, pertaining to Management. §3 Housefather. We suggest 
adding the following: “Until a housefather (or housemother) be ap- 
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pointed for the home such duties shall be performed by an executive 
board appointed by the board of directors.” 

Paragraph 17 of Rules and Regulations. We suggest that the last 
sentence be replaced by the following: “For those who are unable to 
leave the building divine services shall be held in the home as often as 
possible.” 

We beg to remind Joint Synod that the time of office of Rev. L. W. 
Moench and of Mr. Ferdinand Kettner has expired. 

May the Lord’s blessing remain with our institution in the future as it 
has in the past.

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REPORTS OF THE BOARDS OF MISSIONS. 


HOME MISSIONS. 


Dear Breruren:— Though the world’s war has been spending its 
fury in Europe, and has also drawn in our own country with the 
attending sacrifices and hardships, due to the calling of millions of our 
young men to arms, and the ever increasing high cost of living, yet we 
have especial reasons to gratefully acknowledge God’s blessing upon this 
department of our work also during the past two years. 

During the past two years we had one hundred and sixty-eight mis- 
sionaries laboring in our various fields in the United States and Canada. 

During this time sixteen missions became self-sustaining and four 
were united with other congregations, thus forming self-sustaining par- 
ishes. We were also.able, thanks to our splendid Jubilee collection, to 
take up work in several of our large cities. 


At the present time we have 107 missionaries and six teachers on. 


our list, and must report 18 vacant fields, most of which number we will 
hardly be able to supply with permanent pastors till we can again draw 
on our next year’s list of candidates for the ministry. . 
Our greatest need is men for our vacant fields and for the fields 
beckoning us to help them to be supplied with the means of grace. 


Organization. 

After the last meeting of Joint Synod your Board organized by 
electing Rev. M. R. Walter president and the Revs. M. R. Walter, Geo. 
Troutman and E. F. Wm. Stellhorn the executive committee. 

The Board in view of the increasing finances in our various treas- 
uries, and the extra time required for this work resolved in the future 
to engage professional accountants to audit the books of the treasurer of 
Home Missions, the Church Building and Investment Funds. | 


Finances. 

Notwithstanding the fact that Joint Synod two years ago again re- 
solved to grant an appropriation of $60,000.00 per annum for home mis- 
sion work, we are compelled to report that the contributions from our 
congregations did not even average $50,000.00 per annum. 

The balance carried over from two years ago, together with the 
$10,000.00 earnings from the Book Concern, and the Jubilee Fund, as 
much as both former sources mentioned, enabled us to meet all expenses, 
though the salaries of the missionaries were raised twice within the past 
two years, and to report another balance this year. 

By granting numerous loans to mission congregations to enable them 
to build or buy parsonages, thousands of dollars of rent were thus saved, 


_ which money could be used to pay actual salaries, 


3 
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Special attention should also be called to the fact that many of our 
mission parishes, though receiving support from the mission treasury, 
are sending in good sized collections to this treasury, thus being trained 
to give also for this worthy cause, even while in need of support them- 
selves. 


Your Board during the past two years several times increased the 
salaries of candidates entering the mission fields and also of the men 
who were receiving small salaries and adopted a new schedule of sal- 
aries and allowance for. rent, where no parsonage is furnished by the 
charge or congregation, with the view of equity to all of our men, so 
that the lowest salary offered now is $650.00 and rent up to $200.00 per 
annum, and the maximum being $900.00 and rent up to $300.00 per an- 
num, the average salary of our missionaries now being a little more than 
$760.00 and parsonage or rent. 


Future Needs. 


; ih The ever increasing cost of living has already moved the Board to 
¥ grant every missionary in the field from January 1, 1918 to July 1, 1918,

ai a special appropriation of $25.00 in addition to the new schedule of 
re salaries, which went into effect January 1, 1918, and unless your hon- 
ee | orable body will encourage or authorize us to increase the schedule of 
. salaries, we will most likely feel compelled to continue to grant special 
appropriations from time to time, while present conditions continue to 
exist. To enable us to take care of our men as they deserve to be cared 
for and to enable us to take up more new work, we feel compelled 
to most earnestly petition your honorable body to grant us an annual 
appropriation of $65,000.00, to be actually paid by contributions from 
our congregations.

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Church Building Fund. 


So many and urgent were the demands made upon this fund, that 
your Board was compelled to borrow a total of $17,000.00 within the 
past three years to enable the same to make loans at the current rate 
of interest to congregations who were glad to be able to secure loans 
and pay interest in lieu of the depleted Church Building Fund treasury. 

The collections of the Jubilee Fund together with the regular Build- 
ing Fund collections and refunds enabled us not only to pay back all 
borrowed money, but also to satisfy the needs of our various mission 
helds, and even several congregations who were especially in need of a 
loan. While several rather large loans were granted in view of special 
conditions, prospects and guarantees, we would discourage the asking 
for larger loans than are really necessary, so that we will be able to 
carry enough money over from year to year to enable us to meet the 
most urgent needs. 

Several missions have declared themselves self- ‘sustaining, being en- 
abled to do so by the loan they received, and others have applied the 
amount of imterest they are saving toward the support of the missionary, 
thus relieving the treasury to that amount. 

The Jubilee Fund has been a godsend to our mission work without 
which we would have been compelled to report a deficit instead of a 
surplus in our Home Mission treasury. 

With due acknowledment to God for His blessing and full apprecia- 
tion of the support our work has received during the past two years, we 
hopefully look into the future for even greater results.

NEGRO MISSIONS. 


To the Honorable Evangelical Lutheran Joint Synod of Ohio and other 
States: 


Your Board of Negro Missions takes pleasure in reporting that dur- 
ing the last bi-ennium, under God’s blessing, the greatest expansion and 
development in the history of our work has occurred. In the fall of 
1916, in conformity with the resolutions adopted by Joint Synod, we be- 
gan to occupy, as rapidly as possible, the field previously investigated and 
selected as the most suitable and promising, viz., Central Alabama, 
in the midst of the Black Belt. Here were sent two of the three students 
who had been in preparation for our work. 


The first station occupied was Prattville, where a private school of 
more than 100 children was handed over to us by the female teacher in 
charge, who made us most attractive promises. Our mission soon dis- 
covered that these promises could not be relied upon. At the close of the 
first year, it seemed as if our efforts had been in vain. However, it was 
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thought best not to abandon the field, and during this last school year, it 
was placed under a different teacher who had already given proof of her 
capability and of her zeal in our cause. She began the work afresh and 
hag the satisfaction of seeing, not only the school increase until it had 
125 pupils and 2 additional teachers, but also the growth of a strong 
sentiment in our favor in the community both among the negroes and 
the whites. A Baptist preacher of the place, Rev. J. S. A. Bracy, began 
to, investigate the work of our school and the subject of Lutheranism, 
with the result that he made application to us, was sent to our Seminary 
for a few month’s instruction, and then confirmed as a Lutheran and 
placed in charge. There is now a good attendance at Sunday-school and 
a class of adult catechumens; so that, in spite of adverse circumstances, 
this has proven to be a hopeful field. 

The second student was sent, at the close of November, 1916, to 
Montgomery, which had been selected as our headquarters in the South. 
A mission school was opened within a week which soon required three 
additional teachers; and which at the beginning of the second year, had an 
enrollment of over 350 pupils and needed 5 women teachers. This large 
number proved to be more than could be well taken care of, since the 
children were crowded into a building which was almost entirely without 
school equipment; the teachers were unacquainted with our church; and 
what was the most unfortunate event of all, it became necessary to dis- 
miss our missionary. 

Although the Superintendent was sent South to supervise this mission, 
it has not yet reached the position which it ought to have. Attendance 
at Sunday-school and Church services have fluctuated very much, and the 
catechetical class, with 27 on the roll at one time, has been rather fickle- 
minded. The school year closed with the day school attendance reduced 
one-half. After experimenting with a colored theological student from 
the Chicago Theological Seminary, the mission has now been placed in 
the care of an ex-Methodist minister, Rev. J. W. Martin, who also had 
been sent to Columbus to study in our Seminary, and who has been con- 
firmed in the Lutheran Church. Our work at Montgomery, after having 
undergone these difficulties, is now es from the preliminary stage 
and is in a much better condition. 


A third mission was started in Tuscaloosa in September, 1917, where 
we were urgently invited to come and start a school. Everything here 
has progressed in a most satisfactory manner. We have a school of 150 
pupils and 2 female teachers under the student who had been at Prattville. 
The people exhibit interest in our work and are ready to help. There is a 
catechetical class of 14, composed of intelligent and earnest women, a 
good Sunday-school, and all indications point to this becoming our most 
successful mission. 

Our pioneer work in Alabama has beest_hebdicapped by an almost 


~ total lack of facilities. r prospects have warranted us in going ahead. 


We are now in the process of acquiring property and putting up proper 


buildings. Although an appropriation of $12,000.00 was voted to us two 
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years ago, not one cent of this amount has been raised. Accordingly, we 
have been compelled to ask the Church Building Fund for aid. A loan of 
$2400 was first made to purchase land in Montgomery, and after Rev. 
Stellhorn, the Executive of the Home Mission Board, had personally 
visited the three missions, $12,000.00 of additional loans were authorized 
last March. In Prattville, a lot has been secured for $450.00. In Tus- 
caloosa, 2 lots, each 50 x 250, were donated to us, and this site will be 
doubled by the purchase of two additional lots for $700.00. In Mont- Fs 
gomery, a 4-room frame school is being erected which, when furnished, ¥ 
will cost about $5,000.00. 

In Maryland and Mississippi, very little progress has been made. 

The total communicants in all our missions, is now about 100. 
Sunday-school pupils, 285. Mission School pupils, 675. Financially, the sd 
missions pay about all their local expenses, but so far, have been able to “3 
do little towards the salaries. They take great pleasure in their Synodical 
benevolence. As an illustration, their Easter collections for the General | 
Treasury was $98.50. : 

We would ask an appropriation for the coming bi-ennium, for $10,000 
per annum for current expenses, and $7,500 per annum for building pur- 


The Board has not indulged in unfounded optimism nor tried to make ‘ 
a better impression than the facts warrant. It has preferred to present . 
actual accomplishments rather than a rosy picture of future prospects. 
While we rejoice at the progress God has permitted us to make, we do 
not hesitate to call attention to the difficulty in our work. The chief 
difficulty is that of securing conscientious, faithful and competent workers. 
All other mission work can usually obtain the best products of our 
Seminaries. We are limited almost entirely to colored men whom we 
can find and win to our aid. It has taken us years to secure any workers 
at all, but fortunately, we are now in a position where we can use dis- 
crimination and select those candidates and applicants who give promise 
of being competent and energetic workers. 
We have now five colored men as missionaries and, in the past school 
year, we have employed 11 female teachers. 
While we have not accomplished all that we expected, and have met 
- with disappointments, yet our work has been well done, and we believe a 
firm foundation is being laid so that the future can be secure. 
The terms of Rey. J. E. A. Doermann and Judge J. J. Dobler expire 
at the approaching meeting of Joint Synod. 
The Report of Mr. John Gunkel, our Treasurer, is submitted herewith.

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FOREIGN MISSIONS. 
Report from July, 1916, to July, 1918. 


“We are troubled on every side, yet not distressed; 
we are perplexed, but not in despair.” 2 Cor. 4:8. 


Dear Breruren in the Lorpj:— What the apostle expresses in these 
words has been our experience in the past two years. A brief review of 
the work will show this. | 

Present Conditions. 

The return of our missionaries. Already in the report made to the 
Honorable Joint Synod two years ago, we were constrained to state that 
our missionaries, Rev. Jesse Pflueger and W. F. Schmidt, had not only 
not been permitted to enter India, but had been ordered to leave Ceylon. 
They were, at that time, tarrying at Manilla. Soon after the meeting 
of Joint Synod, 1916, the board found it advisable to call both mission- 
aries back to the United States. Rev. Schmidt “worked” his way home 
on a U. S. Transport as Third Assistant Storekeeper. He arrived at 
San Francisco, California, September 15th, 1916. By arrangements made 
with the Hon. Board of Home Missions of our Synod, he was at once 
set to work at Quincy, Washington. Rev. Pflueger and his family 
arrived at San Francisco on November 18th, 1916. He was at once 
employed by the Board of Home Missions at Seattle, Washington. 

The appointing of a secretary. As already reported, the Government 
in India required that a secretary be appointed to represent the Board 
of Foreign Missions in India. The efforts on the part of the board to 
have the Rev. K. L. Wolters appointed as such, which were being made 
at the time Synod met, eventually proved vain, seeing that the Govern- 
ment in India could not see its way clear to sanction that choice. The 
Rev. C. S. Scriba, though born in India, could also not act as secretary. 
Indeed it became necessary for him to move to Kodur, and to limit his 
activity to Kodur and Puttur, together with the outstations belonging to 


_ these stations. After waiting a long time, the board was informed that 


the Government could also not admit the Rev. E. H. Trafford whom the 
board with the consent of Synod desired to send to India as our repre- 
sentative.‘ In this state of affairs, the board, with the consent of the 
Hon. Board of the General Synod and of the Government at Madras, 
appointed the Rev. Victor McCauley as our secretary, sending him the 
necessary documents. In the winter of 1918, the Rev. McCauley was 
granted a long-overdue furlough. Before leaving India, Rev. McCauley 
made all arrangements with the Government and with the boards in 
question to have the Rev. S. C. Burger appointed as his successor in 
office. This appointment went into effect on the 15th day of April, 1918. 
Rev. Burger intends to move to one of the stations of the former Her- 


_mannsburg field. 


Rev. C. Scriba’s transfer to Kodur. With the permission of the Gov- 
ernment, Rev. Scriba moved to Kodur. This left the Girls’ School and 
the Lacemaking School at Gudur without a head. They had to be closed 
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or be moved to Kodur. This was done. Besides being missionary in 
our whole field, Rev. Scriba is also accountant. He receives the money 
needed for the field from the field treasurer of the General Synod and 
disburses it where directed. He also sends us reports concerning the 
work. 

Our native pastors., The two ordained native pastors are at present 
both employed in the former Hermannsburg field. They must supervise 
the work in the eight stations. The only aid that could thus far be 
given them was rendered by the missionaries “lent” us by other synods. 

The supervision of the schools. As reported before, the Government 
appointed a committee, composed of English gentlemen, to see to it 
especially that these schools remain loyal to the Government. This work 
has been continued to the present with satisfactory success. 

Transfer of the property of the Hermannsburg Mission. As reported 
two yeafs ago, Director G. Haccius and the Missionsrat in India asked 
our board to take the necessary steps to have the property of the Her- 
mannsburg Mission transferred to our Synod. This transfer was per- 
mitted under certain conditions. These conditions having been accepted 
by our board, the Government informed us that all the belongings of the 
Hermannsburg Mission have been legally transferred to our Synod, and 
that the Hermannsburg Mission had ceased to exist in India. Thus this 
transfer places a great responsibility upon our Synod. It has in hand not 
only the property acquired during many years with no small outlay of 
money atid labor, but also the care of the native Christians and of the 
many thousarids of heathens who are still sitting in darkness, though 
they live in the immediate vicinity of our stations. 


Our efforts to supply laborers for dur field. The ‘Government in 
India requires that all missionaries, as well as their wives, must have 
American-born parents. This restricts the number of available candi- 
dates very much. Added to this restriction comes the evident lack of 
readiness on the part of some who would otherwise meet the require- 
ments. The result is that we still have no men to propose to the India 
Government for admission to India. At a meeting held with Rev. L. B. 
Wolf, D. D., some months ago, it was agreed that we ask the Hon. 
Board of Foreign Missions of the General Synod to try to get some 
former missionaries who are at present serving congregations in our 
country to go back to India. This would enable the Hon. Board of the 
General Synod to “lend” us some more men. In that event there could 
be several missionaries living in the former Hermannsburg field. As far 
as we know, two such men have been found and the name of at ieast one 
has been sent to the Government at Madras. It remains to be seen what 
reply the India Government will make. While we have not succeeded in 
finding even a single man in our own synod who is ready to say: “Send 
me,” we have done all we can do to find such an one. It would surely 

__be a great help if any one in Synod could aid the board in finding men 
who measure up to the requirements and who are ready to go. 

Sending money to India. Our treasurer has continued to send money 
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to India through the treasurer of the Hon. General Synod, the Rev. L. 
B. Wolf, D. D., to whom Synod owes a new debt of gratitude. 

Help for Persians. An appeal for help for two Persian pastors, Jura 
Abraham and Pera Johannes, was directed to our board, though we 
have no funds for that work. At the suggestion, and, therefore with 
the consent of the General President and the Board of Administration, 
our board sent of the funds left over from the defunct Persian Mission 
$500.00 to Persia through the kindness of the Presbyterian Board. 

Sad results, To leave schools and congregations without proper 
workmen and without the needed supervision invites bad results. The 
statistical tables accompanying this report show that in various ways the 
work in India is suffering. Many are falling away from the faith. Only 
very few are being gained for Christ. Some cases of gross immorality 
even among some of our younger teachers have occurred. The danger 
which is always present is all the greater where there is none to direct 
and to admonish the young men. There is a falling off in interest in 
church work on the part of the native Christians, as can be seen in the 
decline in contributions for congregational matters. The schools are in 
some instances not measuring up to what they were in former days. 
The evangelistic work has almost wholly ceased.— Surely matters have 
reached such a stage that some most careful and prayerful consideration 
and some decided action on the part of Synod is necessary at the coming 
session. 

Our Bank Balance. The report of our treasurer shows a balance of 
some size. This money has accumulated partly from interest paid us on 
money in bank and partly from generous gifts received from our mis- 
sion friends, before the appointment of a general treasurer. During the 
past two years only a part of this money had to be used, since there was 
money left in the hands of Rev. C. Scriba in India by the repatriated 
Hermannsburg missionaries, when they left for Europe. Though the 
personal property of those missionaries, this money was used at the time 
when it was hard to get money to India from here. This left a con- 
siderable sum of money in our treasury which in fact should not be 
there. The money held in reserve by our treasurer will all be needed, 
as soon as we can get men to India. Then the traveling expenses and 
the added salaries will have to be met. It will, however, be next to 
impossible, in such an event, first to spread an appeal among our mission 
friends for the needed extra money. The board should be permitted to 
retain this money for an Emergency Fund. 

Some suggestions. 1. The appropriation made by Synod should at 
least be $13,000.00 per annum. Ten stations require more money than 
two. 2. An effort should be made by Synod to get young men and 
young women, perhaps graduates from the Woodville Normal, for our 
work im India. In a recent letter from Rev. Victor McCauley he 
strongly urges that men be sent from our own midst. It certainly does 


not look well to be compelled to have our own work done by means:

Since the board has no right to devote 
money to such purposes, we ask Synod to act in the matter.

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mits its eighteenth biennial report. 

1. Organization and Officers.—-The Board as elected at the 
last convention of synod met September 12, 1916, and organized by 
electing Rev. J. Sheatsley as chairman, Rev. C. C. Hein as secretary, and 
the chairman, the secretary and Rev. C. W. Pflueger as Executive Com- 
mittee. The Board also elected the Revs. A. C. Schiff and C. C. Hein 
as members of the Literature Committee for a term of four years. 


Dr. Geo. H Schodde, editor of the Magazine section of the Zeit- 


- blaetter-Magazine, having departed this life in September, 1917, the Board 


appointed Rev. W. E. Tressel as his successor. 


2. Editer and Supervisor of Sunday-school Literature.—A. In 
accordance with the instruction of synod, the Board appointed Rev. J. 
Sheatsley editor and supervisor of Sunday-school literature. He accepted 
the appointment and assumed the duties of the office March 1, 1917. Aside 
from editing the Lutheran Standard and the Senior S. S. Lesson Quarterly, 
he wrote the Junior Teachers’ Guide, being a helper for Junior Bible 
Narratives, and A Guide to the Study of the Bible, being an introduction 
to the Bible for teachers’ training work. and for, Bible classes; he did 
considerable editing of manuscripts, proof-reading, and translating for the 
Book Concern, and when possible attended the Sunday-school conventions 
in the interest of our Sunday-schools, Sunday-school literature, and pub- 
lications in general. The creation of this office evidently fills a long-felt 
want. 

B. In order to elevate and promote the efficiency of our Sunday- 
schools the Board suggests that Joint Synod request our districts to give 
the editor and supervisor of Sunday-school Literature an opportunity to 
present our Sunday-school literature and the proper method of using it 
at the meetings of the districts. 

3. Profits of the Book Concern.—A. The financial reports of 
the manager show that the net profits of the year 1916-1917 were $23,332.22, 
and of the year 1917-1918 $23,669.38, a total of $47,001.60 during the last 
biennium. God has blessed this branch of our work, and we have reason 
to return thanks unto Him. - 


B. In accordance with the instruction of synod, $10,000 were paid to 
the Institution Treasury, $10,000 to the Home Mission Treasury, and — 
$10,000 to the Board of Aids, during the last biennium. 

C. In view of present financial conditions we recommend to Joint 
Synod to appropriate only $10,000 per annum of the profits of the Book 
Concern for the treasuries of synod during the present biennium. 

4. Our Periodicals.—The reports of the manager show that 
our periodicals were published at a net loss of $1,275.51 during 1916-1917, 
and at a net loss of $5,475.06 during 1917-1918. The Book Department 
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subsidized the periodicals, otherwise their publication would have been 
pe Tlhe Board submits to your consideration the following, 


apparent that, on account of the increase of the price of material and % 
labor, these papers could not be published at the subscription price fixed ‘A 
by synod without a loss. Several districts advised the Board to raise the < 
subscription price, or to reduce the number of issues so as to meet a 
expenses. Inasmuch, however, as the net profits of the Book Concern et 
amounted to $51,000 during the preceding biennium, and inasmuch as the 
Concern had not been established for the purpose of making money but Ring 
rather to disseminate Christian literature the Board resolved to leave 
the price as fixed by synod, and let the Book Department bear the loss. 5 

[June 1, 1917, the gain of the Kirchenseitung and Standard had been + 
reduced about $2,700.00.) A 

As a result the Board resolved to leave the price at $1.25 during the 
year 1918 but to cut out four issues per annum of each paper until condi- 
tions would change. The report of the year 1917-1918 shows that the 
Kirchenseitung was published at a loss of $1,058.58, and the Standard at 
a loss of $1,838.01. If the new postal laws pertaining to the rates of 
second class matter go into effect the loss will undoubtedly be much 
greater. Hence we recommend to Joint Synod to raise the subscription 
price of these two periodicals to $1.50 per annum, beginning January 1, 
1919. 

B. Zeitbleetter-Magasine, This periodical was published at a loss of 
$223.99 during 1916-1917, and at a loss of $682.84 during 1917-1918. In 
spite of all efforts as recommended by synod at its last convention, we 
did not succeed in gaining a number of subscriptions sufficient to defray 
the costs of the publication. The Board, therefore, again submits to Joint 
Synod the propositions submitted in 1914, to-wit: 

. 1. That the Ohio and the Iowa synods consolidate their theological 
magazines into a German-English one, to appear monthly; 2. That each 
synod appoint one editor-in-chief, the one for the German, the other for 
the English section of the magazine, likewise associate editors in equal 
number, as necessity may suggest; 3. That every contributor bear the 
responsibility for his article alone; 4. That, however, the editors-in- 
chief are directed to receive no contributions containing anything at vari- 
ance with the Confessions of the Church; 5. That if synod should 
approve these propositions the Board be authorized to enter into negoti- 
ations and if possible into a contract with the Iowa synod in the premises. 

C. Lutheran Youth and Kinderfreude. For the reasons stated above 
the Board was compelled to raise the subscription prices of these papers. 
During the year 1916-1917 the Youth was published at a loss of $1,133.17, 
and during the year 1917-1918 at a loss of $1,196.86. The Kinderfreude 
showed a gain of $29.47 and $50.59 respectively during the same period. 

After due consideration the Board recommends to Joint Synod: 1. 
That we ask the Hon. Iowa Synod to recommend the Lutheran Youth to 
its pastors, teachers and congregations, and that on the other hand, we | 
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cease publishing the Kinderfreude and take the German Iowa Juvenile 
instead; 2. That the Board be authorized to enter into negotiations and 
if possible into a contract with the Iowa Synod in the premises. 


D. Lektionsblaetter fuer Erwachsene. The Board published the 
Lektionsblaetter in 1917 and 1918, but a sufficient number of subscriptions 
to cover the cost of the publication could not be secured. It was, there- 
fore, resolved to discontinue the publication at the end of the present 
year. 

5. Accounts Receivable.— The financial reports of the manager 
show that these accounts are very large and even exceed the net profits. 
June 1, 1917, they amounted to $33,431.97 while the net profits were $23,- 
332.22; June 1, 1918, they amounted to $35,223.05 while the net profits 
were $23,669.38. This is a sad state of affairs, especially in view of the _ 
fact that the majority of our patrons consists of pastors, teachers, and 
congregations. The rules as to accounts receivable adopted by synod at 

its last convention were enforced, the results, however, are not satisfac- 
tory as yet. 

6. Tracts.— During the last biennium 251,000 tracts were printed 
by the Literature Committee, during the same period 140,500 were sold, 
106,000 English and 34,500 German tracts, which is considerably less than 
during the preceding biennium. At the present time we have a large num- 
ber of tracts in stock, about 41 German and 71 English tracts, covering a 
great variety of subjects. While some of our pastors and congregations 
use these tracts continually with excellent results, others fail to use them 
in spite of all recommendations of synod. The Board, therefore, recom- 
mends to synod the following resolutions, to-wit: 1. That all tracts 
pertaining to the treasuries of synod be bought by the respective treasurers 
for free distribution; 2. That the districts be requested to buy all other 
tracts for free distribution. 


7. Simplified English Catechism.— The English District sent 
the manuscript of a simplified catechism to the Board requesting the Board 
to print it at the expense of the district and send it to all our pastors and 
teachers for examination. This has been done, and in case synod wishes 
to publish a new catechism we suggest that it decide: 1. What form 
shall be used, the thetical or catechetical; 2. What text of the Enchi- 
ridion shall be used; 3. That a committee be appointed to examine the 
various criticisms offered and to prepare a revised edition of the cat- 
echism, a copy of which shall be sent to every ne and teacher in 
synod for further criticism and review. 


8. Publications.—If so desired the manager will submit an 
oral report regarding new books published during the last biennium and 
those now in preparation. 

9. Statutes of Publication Board.—In 1908 your Board sub- 
mitted its statutes to synod for approval, synod, however, did not approve 
them as yet. We, therefore, request synod to examine and approve them 
with the following change, to-wit: Art. V, b, 5 which reads: “This Board 
shall meet at least once every three months. The regular meetings, etc.,” 
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to be changed to read as follows: “This Board shall meet as occasion 
demands. The meetings are, etc.” 

10. Elections.— The following elections are necessary: Editors 
and associate editors for Zeitblaetter-Magazine, Kirchenzeitung, Standard, 
Kinderfreude, Lutheran Youth; members of the Publication Board to 
succeed Rev. J. W. Kuntz, and Messrs. J. C. Overmyer and O. Willert, 
each for a term of six years. Respectfully submitted,

PROPOSED REVISION OF THE CONSTITUTION OF 
JOINT SYNOD. 


‘CHAPTER III. 
(See Manual of Joint Synod, page 17). 


Conditions of Membership. 

a) Pastors and congregations desiring to become members of this 
Synod and to remain in connection with it, must accept all the Canon- 
ical Books of the Old and New Testaments, as a whole and in all their 
parts, as the divinely inspired and revealed Word of God, and must 
submit to this only infallible judge in all matters of faith and life. 

b) Pastors must without reservation accept all the Symbolical Books 
of the Evangelical Lutheran Church, as named in Chapter II, not so far 
as but because they are the pure, unadulterated explanation and exposi- 
tion of the Word of God. On the part of congregations a similar recog- 
nition of Luther’s Smaller Catechism and of the Unaltered Augsburg 
Confession will be sufficient. 

c) Pastors and congregations must renounce all kinds of unionism 
and syncretism, such as: Pastoral ministrations to heterodox or mixed 
congregations (as such); exchange of pulpits and altar fellowship with 
errorists, participation in the worship and sacramental acts of such con- 
gregations; taking part in the missionary and tract operations of error- 
ists and unionists, and also secret societies and the like. 

e) Congregations must promise, as it is the duty of Christians to 
provide their children with Christian schooling, and for this reason to 
labor zealously for the establishment and maintenance of Christian paro- 
chial schools. 

f) Pastors applying for membership who are strangers to the Synod 
shall be required to furnish satisfactory testimonials in regard to their 
faith and life. 
- CHAPTER IV. 


(See Manual, page 19.) 


Regulations in Regard to the External Organization of Synod. 
. 1, Those congregations and ministers of the Church who unite in 
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this organization constitute Synod. The Synod as such is divided into 
District Synods, whose geographical boundaries are fixed and may also 
be changed by Joint Synod. Uniting with Synod shall take place through 
the District Synods, as provided for in the by-laws. 

2. a. The unit of membershig in Synod shall be a pastor sad his 

parish, both holding membership in a district. Ten of these units shall 
be entitled to and shall conjointly elect two delegates, one clerical and 
one lay, to represent them at the convention of the Joint Synod. 

In case there is not a sufficient number to constitute a group of 
ten, five or more of these units shall be entitled to one such delegate, 
either clerical or lay. i 

ce. If less than five, these shall be distributed among the other 
groups. Each district shall be entitled to at least two delegates, one 
clerical and one lay. 

d. Pastors serving congregations not belonging to Synod, professors 
and other persons in the service of Synod who have been ordained to the 
ministry, shall each constitute a half unit. Ten of these shall be entitled 
ynod. 

In case there should be less than ten Half units within a district, 
these shall be entitled to and elect from their midst one delegate to 
represent them at the convention of Joint Synod. 

e. The parochial school teachers within any one of the districts 
shall be entitled to and elect from their midst a delegate to represent 
them at the convention of Joint Synod. 

3. a. All delegates elected as above specified in Chapter IV, a, b, c, 
d, e, shall be entitled to voice and vote on the floor of Joint Synod. 

b. Required to be present as Advisory Members are: the presidents 
of district synods, or such representatives as the districts may appoint, 
the chairmen of the different boards (educational, eleemosynary, mission- 
ary, publication and the Board of Aids and the housefathers of all elee- 
mosynary institutions. Each f shall be represented by one dele- 
gate, preferably the president, dean or chairman. 

c. Other advisory members shall be all guests attending who have 
been ordained to the ministry and belong to Synod. 

d. It is left to the Districts to entitle the teachers to vote at district 
meetings. 

4. Joint Synod shall assemble every two years as a Delegate Synod. 
District Synods shall meet once a year, but at different times. In the 
Delegate Synod, one-third (1-3) of the delegates elected shall constitute 
a quorum. In the District Synods one-third (1-3) of the voting mem- 
bers shall constitute a quorum. 

_ 8. A pastoral conference may be held during the meeting of Synod. 
Teachers and lay delegates may also hold conferences during the meet- 
ing of Synod. 

9. During the meeting of Synod the pastors appointed by the Pres- 
ident and the resident minister shall preach on subjects assigned to them. 
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They shall be informed of their appointment at least four weeks previous 
to the meeting. 


CHAPTER V. 
(See Manual, page 23.) 
Amendments to the Constitution. 


1. Changes or additions to the constitution can be made only in 
the following manner: The motion to change or to add shall be made 
at a meeting of the Delegate Synod, and when three-fourths (3-4) of 
the delegates present vote for it, the secretaries of Synod shall publish 
the fact in the church papers in connection with the first announcement 
of the next meeting of Synod, requesting all units and half units of 
the Synod to cast their vote and to inform either secretary of Joint 
Synod in writing of the result by the time Synod meets. If at this 
second meeting three-fourths of the votes cast are in favor of _ 
the motion, the President is to declare the same adopted. But here it 
is explicitly stated that the regulations in chapters II and III can never 
be changed and no amendment or addition conflicting with the second 
and third chapters of this constitution shall be valid.

Rules and regulations governing the Office of The General Treasurer of 
The Joint Synod of Ohio as adopted by the Committee appointed by 
Joint Synod “to merge the several treasuries, formulate rules and 
regulations governing the office, and to appoint a suitable man for 
the position. 


(See official report of Joint Synod for August, 1916, page 142.) 


A. Plan. 


(1) The incumbent of this office shall be known as “The General 
Treasurer of Joint Synod.”

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WOODVILLE NORMAL SCHOOL AND ACADEMY. 


Thanking the omnipotent God on high, whose blessings we have 
ever received, your Board submits to the Hon. Joint Synod the fol- 
lowing report for the past two years: 

1. During the past two years the grace and blessing of God have 
rested on our institution, its professors and students have enjoyed ex- 
cellent health, and the spirit of the school has been highly commendable. 


2. The enrollment for 1916-1017 was 60, that of 1917-1918, 61 
pupils, distributed as follows: Normal School 10, Academy 33, Pre- 
paratory 4, Elective 5, Winter Course 4, Special Music 12. 

3. Eight students graduated from the Normial School Department, 
during the past two years, and have accepted positions in the parish 
schools of our synod, four young ladies graduated from the Music De- 
partment; this year eight young men and one young lady graduated from 
the Academy, four of whom will continue their studies at Capital Uni- 
versity, while the others will enter the Normal Department: 

4. In accordance with the resolution of Joint Synod, the Faculty 
has made the necessary alterations in the course of study to conform it 
with that of the Academy. The school now bears the name “Woodville 
Normal and Academy.” The latter comprises four years, admitting to the 
lowest class pupils who have completed the work of the eighth grade. 
Graduates of the academy course can enter the Sophomore class of 
Capital University. It has been placed by the Department of Public 
Instruction of the State of Ohio, “on the list of private schools, recog- 


nized as the equivalent of a first-rate high school.” 


The preparatory class for the Academy admits pupils who have 


completed the work of the seventh grade. With the consent of the 


Board there has also been arranged a so-called Winter Course, extend- 
ing over four years. In the Music Department, the course has been 
extended to include Voice Culture and History of Music. 

5. In accordance with the resolution of Joint Synod, your Board 
has arranged a full professorship and called Prof. C. Vogel to fill the 
same. Since September 1, 1917, he is devoting his whole time and energy 
to our institution. 

6. During the year 1917, the Board authorized a number of repairs 
and improvements on the residence of the Director. In fact, these had 
long since been necessary and allowed by the Board, but because of 
the economic administration of our finances by Dir. K. Hemminghaus 
they had not been carried out. On February 2, 1917, when the Board 
met to considera call from Detroit, extended to the Director, fire broke 
out in the residence. The Board resolved to at once repair the damag< 
done and also to make other necessary repairs. The funds for this 
work were raised by an appeal to the neighboring congregations and the 


resultant outlay has been nearly. paid. 


Necessary improvements in the main building, such as toilets, shower- 
baths, etc., have been made. The sanitary condition is excellent.

A. PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 
(Official Reports, pp. 1-9) 


REPORT OF THE PRELIMINARY COMMITTEE. 

1. With our worthy President we rejoice and thank God, 
that our Synod, founded one hundred years ago, has developed 
into a body soundly Lutheran in doctrine and in practice, and 
hope it may continue thus, showing itself faithful to Scripture 
and the Confessions: for in this, if we remain firm against every 
deviation, the special position of our Synod in the Lutheran 
Church of our country manifests itself. | 

2. We also recognize with our worthy President that fidel- 
ity to the acknowledged truth implies fidelity to the principles of 
Synod. To this, we hold, the students of our institutions shall 
be educated and the different districts shall admonish those who 
fraternize the men that have forsaken us. 

3. Such fidelity among us will beget more zeal, self-denial 
and harmonious cooperation, so that, in view of the grace be- 
stowed upon us, other fields opened to us and the means granted 
us, we shall put forth our best efforts to carry on the work of 
the Lord according to His will. 

4. In such fidelity our Synodical fathers carried on their 
work in the name of the Lord; they spared neither toil nor pains 
amid the greatest difficulties. Therefore success crowned their 
efforts. In these materialistic times it is only fitting that we are 
mindful of their voluntary sacrifice and follow in’ their footsteps. 

We rejoice to be able to state, that, though there may be 
reason for complaint, that spirit is still found among us, and 
there are men who do not hesitate to take up the work under the 
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most unfavorable conditions. May God through His Spirit help 3 5 
us, is our prayer. 


5. Much as an organic Lutheran union is desired, we, in 
agreement with our worthy President, declare we can never 
enter into union with any Lutheran Synod, unless we agree in 
doctrinea nd practice, especially at this time when the unionistic 
spirit is threatening to creep into our Lutheran Church. 

6. We see in the terrible war now raging the chastisement 
of God which is meant to turn all nations from the way of sin 
to Himself, that they, confessing their sins and guilt, may humble 
themselves under His mighty hand and seek His merciful help. 
Therefore, amid all tribulations we rest assured that He has His 
gracious purpose and will finally end this war to the welfare of 
His children. 

To us Lutheran Christians it is a matter of course that we 
owe love, obedience and loyal support to our Government. We, 
therefore, urge our people to do their full duty toward our Gov- 
ernment in every way and also to take an active part in the noble 
work of alleviating the suffering and want that are brought about 
by the war and not to cease to pray the Lord for a just and 
righteous peace. 

7. We recommend that all our congregations hold a cen- 
tennial celebration of our Synod in connection with the Reforma- 
tion festival in 1918, and that the collection be for the Board 


of Aids. To make this celebration as impressive and fruitful ; 
as possible our pastors should make full use of the literature that pe 
the Book Concern has provided for this purpose. a 
8. We thank God for the liberality of our congregations y 
shown in the Jubilee collection of 1917, and hope the blessings q 
of the Quadri-centennial may be permanent. :f 
9. With respect to the appointment of a committee for the it 
intersynodical conference of the Synodical Conference, The Iowa fe 
Synod and the Joint Synod of Ohio we move: 4 
a. That we rejoice over the action taken by our Hon. Presi- ce 
dent and approve the same. - 


b. That the discussions be continued. 

c. That the members of the committee snketanate by our | 
Hon. President continue to serve. i 

10. We approve of the action of our worthy President in -f. 
what he has done in regard to the National Lutheran Commis- 
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sion for Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Welfare by the appointment of 
Revs. O. C. Mees and Fred H. Meyer as members of this Com- 
mission. 

11. We are of the opinion that under existing conditions 
the spiritual welfare of our young men has been best provided 
for through this Commission in connection with the Lutheran 
Brotherhood, and recommend that this arrangement remain as 
long as possible and necessary ; with the proviso that we do not 
wish to be responsible for the spiritual ministrations of every 
camp pastor. 

12. Resolved, That we heartily approve the work of the 
Lutheran Brotherhood of America and recommend that all our 
congregations give it their support to their full strength. 

Resolved, That we approve of the campaign for member- 
ship among our people. 

13. Respecting the Lutheran Federal Council (see minutes 
of the meeting at Pittsburgh, Pa., August 1, 1918), be it 

(a) Resolved, That we heartily sanction the movement to form 
such a Lutheran* Federal Council, but advise that special attention 


be paid to the language question. 
(b) That our General President attend the meeting at Chicago. 


Action of Synod on the Foregoing. 

The entire report was adopted in the form as given. 

While the report was under discussion an opportunity was 
given to Revs. Oscar C. Mees and F. H. Meyer to address Synod 
on the work of the National Lutheran Commission for Soldiers’ 
and Sailors’ Welfare. It was explained that the Commission is 
doing all in its power to get in touch and remain in touch with 
our soldiers and sailors and to supply their spiritual wants. These 
services are greatly appreciated by our young men who have 
been called to the colors. In order to make these services reach 
all cases the names and addresses of our young men should be 
sent to the Commission as soon as possible and the Commission 
should be kept informed as to changes in their addresses. It is 
also advisable that our congregations keep in touch with their 
enlisted members and encourage them by writing letters to them 
and sending them suitable literature and assure them that the 


*We hear that the name is to be changed to Lutheran National 
Council. 
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Church is remembering them in her ministrations. Booklets and ‘ J 
tracts for this purpose are furnished by the Commission. Pastors ¥ 
will find it helpful and time-saving if they will ask their people 
to write any changes of addresses on a tablet, so that they may 
be transferred to a bulletin where all can see them. 

Respecting the aims and purpose of the Lutheran Brother- 
hood of America interesting information was given by Revs. 
P. C. Bersell and O. G. Hartwig. They pointed out the difficul- 
ties they encountered in their efforts to promote the cause of the 
Bortherhood. In spite of all difficulties, however, much good 
has been accomplished. It was especially emphasized that the 

_ influence of the Brotherhood is largely dependent upon the num- 
ber of its members. The membership now numbers approxi- | 
mately 50,000 and is constantly growing. Rev. Bersell also read | 
a list of names of persons who have been appointed to work for- :

I. THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY, COLUMBUS, OHIO. 


Report of the Preliminary Committee. 
(O. R. pp. 10-11.) 

1. For the evident favor of God in prospering the work 
of our seminary during the past biennium we would make grate- 
ful acknowledgment. Though the needs of the immediate future 
appear well provided for, we would urge that there be no relaxa- 
tion in our efforts to recruit the ranks of the ministry. 

2. We would return thanks to the Lord of the Church for 
the faithful and efficient services rendered our school and Church 
by the departed brethren, Dr. George H. Schodde and Prof.

3. We recommend that Synod express its thanks to the 
professors who so cheerfully and willingly assumed extra work 
made necessary by vacancies in the Faculty.

Report of the Preliminary Committee. 
(O. R. pp. 11-17.) 
1. We approve the creation of the rank of Assistant Pro- 
fessor in the case of Prof. R. B. 
ment by the Board of instructors and tutors. 
2. In the matter of fellowships we recommend: 
a. That the Capital University Board be authorized to— 
establish two such fellowships. 
b. That an appropriation of $500 per annum be set aside 
for each fellowship. 
c. The creation of Fellowship Endowment Funds. 
3. With pleasure we note that due to the grace of God and 
the faithful and efficient services of our professors and pastors 
there has been a constant increase in the number of students, not- 


withstanding the adverse conditions obtaining. 
4. a. We are gratified to learn that Capital University is 


being more widely recognized as an accredited school, and that — 
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at their own solicitation. 
_ b.. We approve the introduction of the classes in Spanish 
and French. 

c. We approve the preliminary steps taken to establish a 
unit of the Students’ Army Training Corps. 

d. We approve the introduction of the Music Course as 
proposed. See O. R. p. 13. 

5. Resolved, That the tuition in the Academy at Capital 
University be raised to $40.00 per year and in the College to 
$50.00 per year; in Gee be given 
a credit of $10.00 per year. 


6. We move that the proposed improvements in the Dor- 
mitory be made as soon as conditions are favorable. 

7. a. Resolved, That Synod provide more ample educa- 
tional facilities for our girls. 

b, For the present we recommend that the Capital Uni- 
versity Board be authorized to invite not more than 25 young 
ladies to enter the arts course. 

c. Resolved, That Woodville Normal be given authority to 
extend and raise the standard of its course with the ultimate aim 
of making it an accredited college for girls.

Action of Synod on the Foregoing. 


Item 1 was adopted; as was also Item 2, a—c. In this 
connection due attention was called to the dangers to which our 
young men would be subjected of imbibing an un-Lutheran, not 
to say an unchurchly, spirit at schools not in control of the Lu- 
theran Church. Ample explanation was given as to the fellowsh!p 
plan by pointing to what is contained in the Official Reports, 
pages 16 and 17, respecting it. The Faculty and Board were led 
to propose the plan by the difficulties which have always stood 
in the way whenever an incumbent for a vacancy had to be 

secured. On the other hand it was said that by the establishment _ 
. Of a postgraduate course for the College the same advantages 
might be secured without incurring the dangers that might result 
from the fellowship arrangement. In view, however, of the cir- 
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cumstances confronting our Board Synod resolved to sanction 
the establishment of fellowships as proposed by the committee. 


Item 3 was adopted; also Item 4-a. Item 4-b called forth 
considerable discussion. The fear was expressed that by the in- 
troduction of too many branches a lack of thoroughness might 
ensue. On the other hand attention was called to the fact that 
a knowledge of the languages under consideration, especially the 
Spanish, may hereafter prove of great value in the work of mis- 
sions. The item was accordingly adopted. The Hon. President, 
Dr. Schuette, however, asked to have his name recorded as pro- 
testing against the adoption of the Ittm on the ground that no 
Board has the right to introduce new courses without consulting 
the money of Synod to such purposes.

- 6. a) Resolved, That we heartily commend the Mission 
Board for more energetically pushing the mission work in our 
larger cities. 

b) Since the Mission Board is obligated not to make loans 
from the Building Fund that are larger than really necessary, our 
mission congregations should also be open from asking for 
larger loans than are really necessary. 

7. Since the Executive of the Mission Board is overloaded 
with work, we recommend that the proposal of the Board (see 
page 34) be adopted by Synod. 

8. In reply to the request of the Minnesota District, that 
the rule of the Mission Board in regard to former self-support- 
ing congregations be abolished, we refer Synod to its former 
action in 1914, and recommend that we abide thereby. 

9. In respect to the communication of the same District 
proposing a change in the rule of the Building Fund, your com- 
mittee does not deem any such change advisable or necessary. 


Action of Synod on the Foregoing. 
Item 1 a-c was adopted. In connection with point c it was 
Resolved, That the other Districts come to the assistance 
of the Canada District in the support of students that are pre- 
paring for the ministry. 
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Items 2 to 6, inclusive, were adopted. 

Item 7 was adopted, with the understanding that the speci- 
fications and details for the execution of the proposed plan be 
formulated by the Mission Board and the Board of Administra- 
tion. 

Items 8 and 9 were adopted. 


ll. NEGRO MISSIONS. 
(O. R. pp. 41-48.) 


Report of the Preliminary Committee as Adopted by Synod. 

1. Resolved, That we acknowledge our thankful apprecia- 
tion to the Lord for having opened to us such a promising field, 
especially in Alabama ; and that the labors of our faithful ‘leader, 
Rev. H. T. Richards, and his assistants, are bearing fruit. 

2. Resolved, That we lay the cause of our Negro Mission 
upon the hearts of our people, and ask them to support this 
worthy cause more liberally. 

3. Resolved, That in view of possible wills and bequests 
to the Negro Mission Board, the Board of Administration be 
authorized to procure a charter for the Negro Mission Board, 
if in its judgment such incorporation be deemed expedient. 

In connection with this report Superintendent Richards gave 
an interesting account of the work now being done among the 
negroes in the South, the difficulties connected with it and the 
‘manifest blessings that have thus far crowned it. On the whole 


the prospects are quite promising. 


Ill. FOREIGN MISSIONS. 
(O. R. pp. 44-47.) 


Report of the Preliminary Committee. 

1. a. In view of the legal transfer of the entire Hermanns- 
burg mission field to the Ohio Synod, we recognize the increased 
obligations that devolve upon us on account of the unexpected 
enlargement of our field. However, we regard it as providential 
that the Ohio Synod entered the India field at the time it did, 
as it has been the means of saving this large field tor the Ly 
theran Church in these trying times, 
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b. We commend the Board for its energetic though unsuc- 
cessful efforts to send-missionaries to this field, and a 
them to continue their efforts to man the field. 


2. We approve of the temporary partial cooperation of our 
Board with that of the General Synod ; and express our sincere 
gratitude to the Board of the General Synod for their timely 
and valuable assistance in this critical period. 

3. a. In view of the serious lapsing of the native church, 
due to the absence of foreign missionaries, we would lay before 
Synod the urgent need of preparing men and women from our 
midst, with the view to sending them to India as soon as the way 
opens. 

b. In view of past difficulties in securing men and also the 
apparently insurmountable obstacles in the way of sending them 
to the field, we would lay the holy cause of our India mission 
before our congregations as an object of special prayer. 

c. Your committee is of the opinion that the graduates, 
both men and women, of our Woodville Normal, could also be 
effectively used in our India mission, and recommend that work- 
ers be sought among them. 

4. Resolved, That our Foreign Mission Board remit to the 
General Synod Foreign Mission Board the sum of $600.00, to 
be used in support of the Gossner Mission. 


Action of Synod on the Foregoing. 

The entire report was adopted item by item. In this con- 
nection Synod was informed that we have taken over eight sta- 
tions of the Hermannsberg Mission, which we are for the time — 
being supporting in addition to the two that we own. The culti- 
vation of this field is rendered all the more difficult by the fact 
that the British government allows only such men to enter India 
whose parents were British or American citizens or at least of 
neutral countries. This made it necessary to use the good offices 
of the General Council and the General Synod to carry on our 
work in India. In spite of this assistance there has all along been 
a dearth of workers in consequence of which our mission has ex- 
perienced many a sad disappointment. We should, therefore, be 
especially mindful of our India mission. 
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Rev. Victor McCauley, our missionary in Guntur, and Dr. 
L. B. Wolf, Secretary of the General Syned Mission Board, were t 


1. Respecting the communication of the Wisconsin Dis- 
trict suggesting that missionary work be begun in Russia, we 
recommend (a) that for the present steps be taken to secure in- 
formation concerning that country; (b) that we take an active 
part in the work if the Lord opens the door to this field. (See

b. Your committee having looked into this matter is able 
to report the following in regard to debts resting on our various 
institutions :

c. We admonish the various Boards to see to it that these 
sums be paid back as soon as possible to the various treasuries 
of Synod from which they have been borrowed.

by more than $11,000.00 of the sum total reported two years ago, 
we find from the report of the General Treasurer that the re- 
ceipts of the last biennium exceed those of the two previous years 
by $23,552.67, for which we are truly thankful.

1. Relation to Iowa. 

In corisideration of Joint Synod’s action at Richmond, Ind., 
in 1910, and subsequent developments, be it : 

Resolved, That Joint Synod declare that such fraternal re- 
lations now exist between us and the Iowa Synod as necessarily 
imply the mutual recognition of pulpit and altar fellowship. 

2. Lutheran Bureau. 4 

From the communications, constitution and pamphlets laid 
before us we see that the object of the Lutheran Bureau is to 
offer information and service to Lutheran churches, which they 
may then use as they see fit; to offer to the world at large infor- 
mation about the Lutheran Church through every available chan- 
nel; and to set forth the relationship between Lutheranism and 
current intellectual, political,. religious and social movements. 
We recommend that our Synod sanction this work and recom- 
mend it to our pastors and congregations, and that the General 


President serve either personally or by a representative as an — 


advisory member. 

3. Invitation from the Augustana Synod. The Hon. Augus- 
tana Synod Extends an invitation to our Synod to attend a meet- 
ing at Minneapolis, Sept. 5th, 1918, of various Lutheran Synods 
for the purpose of bringing about a federation of Lutheran 
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Synods. Resolved, That the General President or a representa- 
tive whom he may appoint attend the meeting at Minneapolis 
to which the Augustana Synod invites. 

4. Propositions on the treatment of the Lodge Evil. (Sub- 
mitted by the Washington District.) 

Resolved, That Synod does not adopt these prepositions. 
In the first points we find statements which in their application 
will weaken Synod’s doctrinal position on this question. 

While it is desirable that a stricter application of Synod’s 
doctrinal position be enforced, 
mode proposed in the last four points. 

5. In harmony with the petition of the Minnesota District 
(O..R. p. ror) be it 

Resolved, That Synod create a pension fund. 

6. Respecting pastors that sustain losses in case the use 
of the German language is forbidden be it 

Resolved, That all such cases be referred to the respective 
Districts and their officers. 

7. Historical Society. (O. R. p. 103.) 

Resolved, That Synod authorize the organization of an His- 
torical Society and encourage the petitioners to proceed in the 
matter. 

8. Respecting the proposed Revision of Constitution of 
Joint Synod (O. R. pp. 55-57) we recommend the following: 

A. That under Chapter III a, b, c and e be adopted; that 
f be adopted with the following change: Pastors not from our 
midst applying for membership in our Synod. 

B. Under Chapter IV, that 


a. Item 1 be adopted; also Item 2—a, b, c and e. 

b. That Item 2-d be adopted with the change: Less than 
ten but five or more. 

c. That Item 3-a, b, c, be adopted. 

d. That Item 4 be adopted, with the change that Joint 
Synod shall meet every three years as a delegate ~~ 

e. That Items 8 and 9 be adopted. 

C. That Chapter V and the matter headed By-Laws be 


adopted. 
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Action of Synod on the Foregoing. 

Item 1 was unanimously adopted, and in connection there- 
with it was 

Resolved, That we favor an exchange of delegates between 
the two Synods. 

Items 2 to 4, inclusive, were also adopted. 

Instead of Item 5 the following was adopted as a substitute : 
Resolved, That a committee be appointed by the Hon. President 
to present a definite plan for a pension fund, and that this com- 
mittee report on the second day of the 
Synod. - 

Items 6 and 7 were. adopted. 

Item 8 was adopted, with the exception of B-d, which was 
unanimously rejected, so that § 4 under Article IV remains as 
originally proposed. 

In Article V the English text must be made to.conform to 
the German. 

A motion to change the time of the convention of Joint 
Synod from August to November was laid on the table.
